They 
were the only ones who qualified to 
bid ani at the conclusion of the 
formalities of reading the lengthy 
order of sale the road was “knocked 
down’’*to them on their first bid. 

The Iron Mountain, a companion 
road, which has been in receivership 
with the Missouri Pacific, also was 
put up for sale.

These were the minimum prices fixed 
by the Federal Court. 

The sale marked the final shaking off

WASHINGTON, . Feb. 21.—Senator 
Reed’s bone dry amendment to the 
postal bill. prohibiting’ shipments of 


liquor into states which have prohibi- 
tion laws, was accepted today by the | 
House, 321 to 72. It is counted as one 
of the most far-reaching prohibition 
measures in years because it will make 
absolutely dry states which now permit 
shipments in limited quantities. 

The drys won the first round of 
the fight when a proposed amendment 
by Representative Saunders of Virginia, 
which would have nullified the Reed pro- 
posal, was defeated, 206 to 81. 

Defeat of the proposal was greeted 
with wild cheering, handclapping and 
cries of ‘bone dry, bone dry.“ Repre- 
sentative Webb of North Carolina, fa- 
ther of the nation-wide. prohobition res- 
olution, voted for the Saunders proposal. 

The Saunders amendment would have 
made the Reed amendment apply only 
in states that are now bone dry.” In 
effect, this would not change the -pres- 
ent situation in any state. 

An amendment by Sherley, to postpo.e 
operation the provision, for one year, 
was rejected on an aye and nay vote, 
after friends of the bill had warned 
the House that any change of the Sen- 
ate amendment , would kill it in confer- 
ence.

FIRST BREAK IN COMBINE 


4 Several Men Associated With 


Morton Vote With Pro- 
gressives.

The failure of Senator Morton to hold 


his combine members in line is a serious 
plow to his power and is taken as an 
indication that. he must change his 
tactics of opposition to Gov. Gardner’s 
program of progressive legislation or 
suffer defeat outright. 

The action of the Senate followed a 
morning of parliamentary maneuvering 
by Senator Morton, Senator Green and 
others of the combine to prevent the 
subject of the confirmations coming to 
a vote.

HIS APPEAL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The Senate 


Foreign Relatlons Committee today de- 
termined that the long pending treaty 
to compensate Colombia for the parti- 


tion of Panama could not be ratified at 
this session. This decision was reached 
after President Wilson's letter urging 
ratification had been read. 

Republican Senators on the commit- 
tee refused to yield in their opposition 
to the treaty, which, as amended, would 
pay $15,000,000 to Colombia for the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone and express mutual 
regret for the controversy over the par- 
tition of Panama. 

Says Nation Needs Friends. 

President Wilson, in his letter to 
Chairman Stone urging ratification of 
the Colombian treaty, declared the 
United States needs friends now in Cen- 
tral America, and that it is possible 
shall need very much more, in the im- 
mediate future, all the friends we can 
attach to us“ 

The President's letter was made pub- 
lic. by Senator Stone, Who {ssued a state - 
ment voiefng sympathy with the Presi- 
dent's. views,~but declaring that oppo- 
sition of Republican Senators would 
make it useless to urge consideration 
of the treaty. He said, however, he 
would do all he could to urge it if the 
President should call an extra session 
of the Senate after March 5. 

Text of President's Letter. 

The President wrote to Senator Stone 
as follows: 

“I take the liberty of writing to ask 
it it will not be possible to press the 
pending treaty with Columbia again for 
ratification. I must admit my surprise 
that there should be any objection to 
its consideration or to immediate ac- 
tion upon it, in view of the unusual cir- 
cumstances of the moment. 

“The main argument for the treaty 
and for its immediate ratification is, of 
course, that in it we seek to do justice 
to Colombia and to settle a long-stand- 
ing controversy, which has sadly in- 
sterfgred with ‘fhe cétdfal relations be- 
tween the t r In addition 
to that argument, which should be con- 
clusive, there is this only too obvious 
consideration that we need now and it 
is possible 1 need very much more in 
the immediat§ future all the friends we 
can attach to us in Central America, 
where so many of our most critical in- 
terests center. 

“I would very much like your advice 
as to this matter. It seems to me that 
those who oppose this treaty must be 
thoughtless of the present situation.’’

no outlook for any relief while we re- 
alize they must be having hard times in 
the vessels at sea. 
We continually receive the reports of 
the patrol boats, and, for a few hours, 
the conditions look more favorable, but 
we are encouraged only a short time. 
The sky is still clouded when a snow- 
siorm starts. It is so cold all the time 
that ft penetrates everything while the 
decks of the patrol boats and detroy- 
ers are covered with ice and are very 
slippery. Long icicles are hanging from 
the upper decks and railings. The fun- 
nels have turned gray. 
The boats are rolling heavily in the 
sea. Wave after wave rises high, rolls 
over the decks, and even washes the 
britiges. EXyverything not tightly faat- 
ened to stand the greatest strain is 
washed away. Some of the brave but 
older boats must take to port and be 
replaced by others. 
It is a disagreeable stato of affairs. 
she Commander in Chief of our fine 
warship fleet has been making every 
cffort to discover what has been going 
on—whether the enemy is attempting 
any move or whether, indeed, he ts to 
be found in the North Sea at all. And 
reconnoitering in the air is impossible 
under these continuously bad weather 
conditions: The day breaks gray and 
dark. Either the fog will continue or 
the storm will come up again. It is 
unthinkable to attempt to ascend in 
such -weather. An airship could not 
even leave its hangar. 
The suspense increases hour by hour 
in our ports and at our stations. Every- 
thing is in readiness, and it only re- 
mains to take on provisions and fill the 
gas bags. We could start on very short 
notice. 
Another day ends and the snow still 
falls monotonously, except when whirled 
about by the wind. Our sentry is pacing 
up and down in front of the hangar in 
an ugly mood, since it will be two hours 
before he is relieved, and the time 
passes very slowly on this job. 
We are not much better off in the 
casino where we two commanders of 
air cruisers are sitting with our officers, 
telling of the experience gained in the 
last attack, and we all exchange views. 
Lieutenant- Commander Kottlitz tells us 
proudly of his new ship, but we are, 
none of us, in a pleasant mood as we 
listen to the storm rattle the windows 
and hiss around the building. This ia 
the fourth day the rotten weather has 
continued.

SEASON TIED UP BY 
SKINKER APPEAL 


County Bond Opponent Carries 
Federal Court Case to the 
Highest Tribunal. 


The St. Louis County Court today an- 
nounced that, in all probability, there 
will be no roadwork construction in the 
county this summer under the $3,000,000 
good roads bonds authorized a year ago. 

This announcement followed the re- 
ceipt of a dispatch from Washington, 
stating that Thomas K. Skinker of 6464 
Ellenwood avenue, Clayton, lawyer and 
wealthy property owner, has filed in the 
United States Supreme Court an appeal 
from Federal Judge Dyer’s adverse de- 
cision to his contention that the bond 
issue is unconstitutional. The appeal 
was formally docketed in the Supreme 
Court Tuesday. 

In the normal course of events, the 
case will come up for argument some 
time next year, and according to ordi- 
nary procedure an opinion could not be 
expected sooner than two years from 
now. However, Prosecuting Attorney 
Ralph told a Post-Dispatch :epcrter that 
he would do everything in his power to 
have the case advanced out of its turn 
on the Supreme Court docket, in order 
to expedite a decision. 

Statement by Judges. 

The Judges of the County Court, John 
Wiethaupt, William Buermann and 
George T. Rott, issued the following 
written statement: 

“We feel that it would be imprac- 
ticable to proceed with the work while 
litigation attacking the bond issues, is 
Pending. As individuals, and as a court, 
We are more than anxious to begin 
roadwork, and are fretting. under the 
delay caused by the various suits. 

As we see it, in case the present suit 
filed in the Supreme Court should 
be decided against the County, any 
money expended for roadwork now or 
before a decision, might cause complica- 
tions.“ 

Another effect of the litigation is (o 
tie up the sale of the good roads bonds. 
The issue was authorized last February 
at a special election, in which the vote 
was 14,000 to 2000. It was planned to is- 
sue the bonds in blocks of about 3600, 00, 
anttually for five years, each block to 
cover the expense of the construction 
work of that year. 

The first $620,000 worth of bonds was 
offered for sale last year and acceptable 
bids were made, but the consummation 
of the sale was prevented by pending 
lawsuits. 

Property owners in the county have 
almost completed paying a special tax 
of nine cents on the 3% to pay interest 
on the bonds, none of which have been 


Court hands down its decision. 
Skinker’s Opposition. 

Most of the delay, past and pros- 
pective, is ascribed by county officials 
to Skinker, from the outset a deter- 
mined opponent of the bond issue. A 
few months after the bond issue was 
voted he had carried to the State Su- 
preme Court a suit seeking to enjoin 
‘the county from issuing the bonds. The 
decision was against him, but he en- 
tered a motion for a new trial, which 
was also eventually overruled. 

Defeated in the State courts, he turned 
to the Federal tribunals, and in Septem- 
ber filed in the United States District 
Court here an injunction suit attacking 
the constitutionality of the bond issue. 
Because it had been ruled that none of 
the money could be spent in improving 
highways in incorporated towns of the 
county, Skinker held that the tax was 
discriminatory, benefiting the people of 
the country at the expense of those in 
the towns. This, he argued, was in 
violation of the Fourteenth Amendment. 
depriving town taxpayers of their prop- 
erty without due process of law. 

On Dec. 12 Judge Dyer denied the suit, 
and on Feb. 6 Skinker filed notice that 
he would appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 


A BILLBOARDS COMPLY WITH 


ORDINANCE UPHELD BY COURT 


Regulation or complete prohibition of 
billboards is within the power of St. 
Louis, the State Supreme Court. de- 
clared in a decision handed down yes- 
terday in the case of the St. Louls 
Poster Advertising Co. against the city. 
The court declared that the ordinance 
governing billboards in St. Louis is a 
reasonable exercise of municipal pow- 
ers. This ordinance limits the maxi- 
mum size of billboards to 600 square 
feet, restricts the height to 14 feet and 
requires that there by a space of six 
feet between the end of billboards and 
the lot line or the nearest building, and 
a space of four feet between the bot- 
tom of the board and the ground. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey says 
that all billboards in St. Louis now com- 
ply with the existing ordinance, and 
that there is no need for ordering the 
removal of any of them. The validity 
of the present law had previousty been

OFFICE BOY ADMITS THEFT 
OF 17,000 TWO-CENT STAMPS 


‘Tells Police He Sold Some to Cook for 
$5 a Thousand and Accused 
Man Is Arrested. 8 

Arthur Ruth, 16 years old, of 1225 Lami 
Street, Was arrested at Tenth and Mark 
et streets last night by destectives who 
Suspected him of stealing postage 
stamps from the Pierce Oil Corporation, 
offices in the National Bank of Com- 
merce Building, where he was employed 
as office boy. He had a roll of 1000 two- 
cent stamps which he said he intended 
to sell 4 cook, whom he met there. 

The detectives say the boy confessed 
to having stolen 17,000 two-cent stamps 
in the last two months. He sold them 
for $ a thousand, although they were 
worth 30 a thousand. He declared that 
the cook bought several thousand, but 
he denied having bought or offered to 
buy any of the stamps. . a 

The cook was held by the police and 


the boy was turned over to his Parents, 


to be produced in the Juvenile Court,

IN GREECE CAUSED 
BY THE BLOCKADE 


— 


Sudden Cold Wave Adds to 
Misery, King Orders Royal 
Forest Cut Into Fuel. 


C d „ot the Associated Press. 
‘ATHENS, Jan, %5.—This message was 


sent by hand on the first ship carrying 
passengers for America that has left 
Greece since the declaration of the allied 
blockade of Greéce on Dec. 8. The only 
persons allowed to depart today were 
non-Greeks, who had previously ob- 
tained permission from the allied au- 
thorities and Venizelists released from 
prison in ¢ompliance with the terms of 
the allied ultimatum of Jan. 8. 

For permission that the Americans so 
desiring might be allowed to leave 
Athens, the American Minister made 
personal requests of his entente col- 
leagues, which were granted in each 
instance. 

The blockade of Greece is absolute. 
The only ‘vessels of any nation allowed 
to make Greek ports are the rare Ital- 
ian ones, themselves forbidden to dis- 
charge foodstuffs or mails for that 
part of Greece which is not Venizelist. 
The grain ships originally cleared for 
the Piraeus, which had been waiting 
seven weeks in the harbor for the 
blockade to end, so that they might 
dock, have all been ordered away. The 
allied authorities have instructed them 
to proceed to Saloniki to discharge their 
cargoes for the use of the Venizelists 
in Macedonia. 


Canned Goods Up 500 Per Cent. 
Were the blockade to end tomorrow, 


no foodstuffs from abroad could reach 
Greece under a fortnight. The price of 
ordinary canned goods has gone up 500 
per cent. The banks refuse to accept 
drafts on foreign countries, as, owing 
to the stoppage of the mails, there is 
no way of forwarding them for collec- 
tion. 

The blockade was officially declared 

on Dec. 6, but has been in practical ef- 

fect since the first of December. Gov- 

ernment opinion at the time in Greece 

was that the available food supply of 
the country could hold out 21 days and 

that satisfactory assurances could be 

given the entente Powers within that 

period to insure the lifting of the block- 

ade. No measures were therefore tak- 

en to conserve the food supply until 

Dec. W. Then bread cards were issued, 

the bread ordered mixed with corn meal 

flour and barley and seven-tenths of a 

pound was allotted per person per diem. 

No definition of the entente conditions 

for lifting the blockade was forthcom- 

ing until Jan. 8. Meanwhile, the Greek 

Government was forced to issue, in ad- 

dition to the bread cards, first sugar, 

then potato cards. 

To save coal the restaurants were or- 
dered closed at 10 p. m., the moving 

picture theaters closed in the evenings 

and the electric street lamps suppressed. 

Shops and stores were shut at 6 in- 

stead of 8:30. 


Cold Causes Suffering. 
A sudden cold wave a week ago pro- 


duced great suffering among the poorer 
classes throughout Greece, a large many 
of whom were already out of work ow- 
ing to the stoppage of shipping and the 
shutting down of all business for ex- 
port. Both the Prime Minister and the 
King received hundreds of messages 
from all over Greece begging that coal 
be sent to relieve the suffering of the 
people. The King gave permission that 
the royal forest of Tatol be cut to pro- 
vide fuel. 1 
After a week from the establishment 
of the Government control of foodstuf fs, 
bran was ordered mixed with the bread 
flour. Today the bread is two-thirds 
bran. 

The Prime Minister informed the As- 
sociated Press correspondent yesterday 
that DD infants between the ages of 3 
and 10 had died in Athens alone of in- 
testinal’ troubles due to the unfitness 
of the bread as food for children. By 
mid-December the hospitals of Athens 
were compelled to refuse to accept fur- 
ther patients, as they could not feed 
them. All the wheat in private hands 
in Greece has long.since been confiscat- 
ed by the Government. The store of 
foodstuffs reserved for feeding the army 
has been reduced by half and the por- 
tion thus rendered available added to 
the public stock. 


Protest Sent to Neutrals. 
On Dec. 9 the Hellenic Government 


sent a formal protest against the block 
ade to the other neutral Governmen:s 
through their diplomatic representatives 
in Athens. Droppers, the American Min- 
ister, forwarded the protest to Wash- 
ington by mail. On Dec. 12, the Greek 
Government protested for the second 
time to the entente Powers against a 
continuation of a blockade, the conai- 
tions of raising which had not yet been 
formulated. A copy of this protest als 
was sent to the neutral Ministers in 
Athens. No telegrams save official ones 
in cipher.reciting these facts were per- 
mitted to pass the entente censors. | 
Under these conditions Athens is and 
has been perfectly calm. From the 
evening of Dec. 2 following the with- 
drawal of the allied troops from the 
capital of Greece, order has been easily 
kept by a company of sailors.

I believe in universal male military train- 
ing after the plan of Switzerland or Australia.

Anything less 
than this must be a makeshift, a mere tem- 
porary expediént, a perilous temporizing in 
the face of danger: The time to solve this 
question is now, when the attention of the na- 
tion is focused upon it, and its solicitudes is 
acute. 

We are passing today through a great crisis 
in our national life.” The issue is more than 
national; it is as broad as the human race 
itself. Into our hands here has been com- 
mitted the heritage of democratic govern- 
ment. It is our trust to perpetuate it, to 

develop it, to transmit it to posterity, a serv- 

. Jeeable agent for the advancement of civiliza- 
tion and for the happiness of mankind. Here 
in this nation and country of ours the effi- 
ciericy of democracy is on trial today. Here 
under our free institutions through 130 years 
of effort and progress, we have geren 
governmental and civic efficiency. We teach 
our citizens the sense of individual and civic. 
responsibility, and they respond to it. During 

the greater part of the time, due to geo- 
graphical location and the absence of hostile 
motives abroad, we have enjoyed peace. Now 
that science has obliterated distance and our 
prosperity and commerce supply the motive, 
we can no longer count upon an effective 
peace. Democracy, therefore, must meet the 
new conditions. But through its elementary 
 gufficienty - for self-preservation we must 
teach our citizens that with civic duty goes 
‘military duty, and that both are obligations

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f China Mending at Home 0 
F some fine day, an overly enthu- 
siastic flick of your duster causes 
some treasured china dish or orna- 
ment to fall to the floor and break, 
it is possible to mend it at home quite 
easily. And, if you have no cement 
in the house, it is a simple matter to 
make some for the occasion. Get a 
little plaster of Paris and mix this 
to a thick, creamy paste, with the 
well-beaten white of an egg: Do not 
prepare this, however, until you are 
ready to use it. An equally good ce- 
ment may be made by dissolving half 
an once of gum acacia in water, 
straining it and adding just enough 
plaster of Paris to make a creamy 
paste. This latter should not be add- 
ed until the cement is wanted for 
use. 

To get the most satisfactory results, 
china should be mended as soon after 
breaking as possible. If it is allowed 
to lie around waiting, the edges or 
points often get rubbed or broken 
and so cannot be joined together so 
neatly. The most approved method cf 
mending china at home is this: First, 
wash the broken pieces carefully, dry 
them well and warm them near the 
fire, perhaps in the oven. Then 
spread on the cement, as little as pos- 
sible, but enough to coat each of the 
surfaces to be joined together. A 
slender stick or a match makes an 
excellent tool for applying the cement. 
Any surplus amount should be 
squeezed and rubbed off at once. 
Sometimes it, may seem wise to add 
the cement by fastening the two 
pieces together with a rubber band; 
again, it is possible to place the china 
in such a position that the weight 
will hold the joined pieces together. 
If a dish is broken into a number of 
fragments, it is better to join them 
in pairs, two one day and two the 
next, and so on, for each piece should 
be allowed time to dry thoroughly 
before another is joined to it. 
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Two Marmalade Recipes { 
VIRGINIA MARMALADE—Grape- 
A fruit and oranges are so plentiful 
now that perhaps a Virginia house- 
wife’s recipe for marmalade may be of 
use to someone. This recipe calls for 
one grapefruit, 2 lemons and 3 oranges. 
Wash the fruit thoroughly, quarter it 
and slice as thin as possible, of course 
removing all seeds. Measure by cupfuls 
and put into a large preserving kettle 
with three times as much water as fruit. 
Let this stand untouched for M hours 
The next day put it on to boil and keep 
it boiling gently for 1 hour. Set aside 
again for % hours. The following day 
put it on the stove with an equal 
amount, measuring fruit and juice by 
cup of sugar. Let it boil until a small 
quantity will jelly in a saucer when 
cool. a 
Another Orange Marmalade—A satis- 
factory and simple rule for orange mar- 
malade demands 6 oranges and either 3 
or 8 lemons, 3 preferred. Wash well 
and put through meat chopper. using 
fairly large knite. Place in kettle and 
add 1½ cups of water to each cup of 
fruit. Let it stand over night, then put 
on the stove and let it doll for one hour. 
Do not cover it. Let it stand another 21 
hours, then add 1 large cup of sugar to 
every cup of fruit and liquid. Boll 
gently % or 40 minutes.

One long 
strip formed a strap to go over the head 
and was attached to the ends where the 
corner was cut off. A shorter strip 
served to bring the two side points to- 
gether, or as near together as wished, 
about the wearer. A little exercise with 
the sewing machine, hemming the flat 
piece of cloth all around, attaching, the 
two straps and stitching on the patch- 
pocket—there was a neat apron all done, 
but finishing, and finishing meant mere- 
ly sewing on one button and making one 
buttonhole on each apron. And, if pre- 
ferrred, some other fastening arrange- 
ment could be affixed.

Was a Big One. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Increased 
production of wheat in Australia, re- 
duced acreage of wheat and rye in 
France and a decreased production of 
potatoes in the principal countries was 
reported by cable yesterday to the De- 
partment of Agriculture from the In- 
ternational Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome. 

Australia’s wheat crop is placed at 
143,487,000 bushels. That is 58.5 per 
cent more than the five-year ave 
and slightly larger than the previous 
year's crop. 

France's wheat area sown last au- 
tum is given as 10,569,000 acres, er 15 
per cent less than the previous year, 
and the rye acreagfie as 2,046, 14 
10.1 per cent less than the previous 


year. 

Potato production in the United 
States, Canada, France, Great Britain, 
Italy, Netherlands and Japan agegre- 
gates 1,053,200,000 bushels for last 
year, a reduction of 13.6 per cent from 
the previous year and 11.4 per cent 
from the five-year average.

Several Whisky Concerns De- 
clare They Will Virtually Be 
Put Out of Business. 


BIG STOCKS ON HAND 


Market for Goods in Kentucky 
Warehouses Will Be Prac- 
tically Cut Off. 


Officials of St. Louls mail order liquor 
houses, doing business in prohibition 
states, said today that they would be 
practically forced out of business if 


Senator Reed’s bone dry’’ bill, now be- 
fore President Wilson, received the 
President's signature. Both houses of 
Congress have passed the bill, which 
is an amendment to the postal appro- 
priation bill. 

Millions of gallons of whisky, owned 
by the mail order houses, and held in 
storage in Kentucky warehouses, will 
be left on the dealers’ hands, the liquor 
men figura, with the market for its sale 
practically cut off. The Reed bill pro- 
hibits the sending of intoxicants into 
any state where the sale of liquor is 
prohibited. . 

This measure, the introduction of 
which by Reed, was a surprise, was sup- 
ported by a number of “‘wet’’ Senators 
and Representatives, who hope that the 
“bone dry“ program will bring about a 
revolt in prohibition states. It has been 
viewed with apprehension by some of 
the “drys” for the same reason. The 
brewing interests are said to, have been 
favorable to the measure, or inditrerent. 
But the mail order whiskey houses are 
the sufferers.
